PLUNGE TO DEATH 
FROM ALPINE PEAK 
1S SEEN BY FRIENDS 
—_—o-— 

PARIS—While attempting to scale 
a dangerous peak of the Breithorn 
by following a route only once suc- 
cessfully covered—20 years ago by an 
English climber named Young—four 
French amateur Alpinists plunged 
1,800 feet to death over a precipice, 
while friends and relatives watched 
them (through telescopes from the 
Gornegrat, 

For three hours the four had been 
struggling to advance against impos- 
sible conditions along a ridge almost 
at the summit, when the leading climb. 
er, in a desperate effort, lost his foot- 
hold and dropped into an abyss drag- 
ging two of his companions with him.
